Soundings and Excursions in the 
Library World* 

By Charles F. D. Belden, librarian, Boston 
Public Library, President of the A. L. A. 
(It is a matter of great regret that the 

limited space in the Quarterly will not permit 

printing of Mr. Belden’s paper in full. His 
message to librarians of the state is preserved 
in the extracts given.) 


Librarians, I have observed, live 
pretty busy lives. They all read, I as- 
sume, more or less for pleasure and rec- 
reation; but it is the exception rather 
than the rule for them to find much 
time for serious reading and study be- 
yond the scope of their daily duties. 
Of course, the profession as a whole 
is interested, mildly so, in the Ameri- 
ean Library Association. 

When possible and convenient good 
librarians attend the Annual and Mid- 
winter meetings; they receive the pub- 
lished reports of the meetings and the 
A. L. A. Bulletins, but they do not read 
them. They intend to, but like so many 
other things that come to our several 
desks, these are put aside until some 
less occupied time. 

Librarians do not. really know so 
very much about our Association and 
its activities. Perhaps if they knew 
more, if they felt that the work of the 
A. L. A. directly affected them, there 
would be not only a larger member- 
ship, but there would be far more 
Association ‘‘boosters’’; among other 
things there would be an earnest en- 
deavor to line up library trustees as 
members of this national organization. 

What do we, the rank and file of the 
profession, know about the American 
Library Association’s activities? What 
is there to know? A headquarters?

To meet the ever increasing need ‘ 
for textbooks on fundamental subjects — 
taught in library schools, the Associa-~ 
tion has arranged for the preparation — 











of the following basic books: ‘*‘ Book 
Selection,’’ by Mr. Carl B. Roden; ‘* Li- 
brary Administration,’’ by Mr. John 
Adams Lowe; ‘‘The American Public 
Library Movement,’’ by Mr. Asa Wyn- 
koop; and ‘‘ Reference Work’’ by Isa- 
dore Mudge. The authors are seeking 
the advice not only of experienced li- 
brarians and teachers of library subjects, 
but also that of textbook experts and 
other educators. * * * * 

It is a satisfaction to add that funds 
are now available for more books and 
that authors will soon be appointed by 
the Editorial Committee and the Exee- 
utive Board ‘to prepare the books 
which the library school directors have 
declared to be most needed after those 
already announced. 


The Education Committee has nearly 
ready for the press a compilation en- 
titled ‘‘Courses in Teaching the Use of 
the Library with Notes on School Li- 
brary Progress.’’ The study will con- 
sist of three sections: (1) Essentials 
in Teaching the Appreciation and Use 
of Books in Elementary Schools; (2) 
A Minimum Course of Instruction in 


the Use of Books and Libraries, for 
High Schools; and (3) A Course of 
Study in the Use of the Library for 
Teachers Colleges and Normal Schools. 

Of the writing of books for children 


today there is no end. Supervisors of 
work with children and children’s li- 
brarians spend many hours in reading 
these books and deciding which ones 
are desirable to add to the libraries’ 
juvenile collections. But the question 
still persists as to the qualities which 
make a book interesting and appealing 
to a child of average intelligence, who 
has a certain amount of reading abil- 
ity. What do they like and why do 
they like it? In what way does their 
judgment differ from that of the 
trained adult reader of children’s 
books? 


It is expected that before the end 
of this year there will be published ‘‘The 
Winnetka Graded Book List,’’ which 
will answer such questions. Many of you 
know that Dr. Carleton W. Washburn, 


Superintendent of Public Schools of 
Winnetka, Illinois, has been making a 
study which will undoubtedly yield 
valuable information regarding the 
likes and dislikes of children in read- 
ing. Nearly thirty-seven thousand 
from schools chosen at random in many 
parts of the country have reported on 
books read by them. After reading a 
book, each child has sent a report 
checking one of the following remarks: 
*“‘One of the best books I have ever 
read’’; ‘‘A good book, I like it’’; ‘‘ Not 
so very interesting, I do not like it’’; 
and also one of the following: ‘‘Too 
easy’; ‘“‘Just about right’’; ‘‘A lit- 
tle hard’’; ‘‘Too hard.”’ 

Following this the child has told in 
his own language what he likes best 
about the book or why he does not 
like it. With these ballots from the 
children as a guide, the books are be- 
ing graded. Inasmuch as this list 
when published is sure to be used as 
a buying list, it has been planned to 
omit the titles which experience has 
shown are not acceptable in a library 
collection of children’s books. The an- 
notations to the titles in the printed 
list, collected from the children them- 
selves, will form the unique feature of 
the book. This study will yield many 
interesting results, quite aside from 
the grading of seven or eight hundred 
books and the issuing of an up-to-date 
list, the need of which is very great. 

It should be emphasized, however, 
that the Washburn list is not primari- 
ly a buying list, but a study of chil- 
dren’s tastes in reading. It will assem- 
ble a mass of information never be- 
fore available—information of great 
interest and significance to every 
branch of children’s library work. Its 
data will be extremely helpful to the 
book buyer who understands what the 
list represents, but it obviously can- 
not be used as a buying guide of the 
familiar type. 

During this past year many librari- 
ans have been disturbed by a library 
survey questionnaire. Librarians re- 
ceive questionnaires, at least librarians 
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of large institutions do, every week or 
so. But when along came a question- 
naire in the form of a good sized book, 
it seemed almost too much. What did 
it mean? Fortunately, sooner or later 
practically all the important libraries 
fell in line and the profession is now 
looking forward to the publication in 
1926 of a report of considerable size 
and of great importance, although it 
may not cover all the ground repre- 
sented by the questionnaire. 


The activities discussed in the report 
will be divided topically rather than 
by type of library. There will be such 
topics as gifts to libraries, bookbind- 
ing, duplication and replacement of 
books, prices and discounts, and many 
others. A tentative plan is to sum- 
marize the facts concerning the most 
used practice and to supplement these 
summaries by accounts of more specific 
individual practice, where this seems 
interesting and significant. There will 
also’ be separate chapters and sections 
on topies peculiar to different types of 
library, for example, the college li- 
brary, the business library, and the 
school library. This report may well 
become the librarian’s vade mecum. 


One of the most important current 
activities of the Association is that of 
the Board of Education for Librarian- 
ship. This competent, hard-working 
Committee of the Association has, dur- 
ing its first year of activity, visited all 
the Library Schools in the United 
States, gathering information for its 
future guidance. Confidential reports 
on each school were submitted to its 
director and to the chief administrative 
office of the institution with which the 
school is connected. In many cases 
there was criticism of the school. These 
criticisms were accepted in a splendid 
spirit, showing clearly that the Board 
of Education for Librarianship is deal- 
ing with educators who wish to im- 
prove their institutions. 

From miscellaneous sources the 
Board has assembled much valuable 
information on education for librarian- 
ship and related subjects. It has se- 


cured a ruling from the Association of 


















American Universities regarding de.’ 
grees for library school graduates. 
has prepared a program of fut 
work which embraces a study of all 
types of instruction for library work, 
including summer courses, training 
and apprentice classes, courses f¢ 
school librarians, and correspondence 
courses; a study which will set forth 
the needs of the service, and form 
scientific basis for curriculum buildin 
The Board has also considered 
need for a summer institute for teach- 
ers of library science and has tentati 
plans for holding such an institute 
1926. It has given constructive ad- 
visory assistance in the planning of a 
library school for Negroes opened this’ 
fall at Hampton Normal and Indt 
trial Institute. * * * 

The most important activity of th 
Board of Education for Librarianshi 
during the past year, however, was the 
formulation of minimum standards for 
various types of library schools. These 
standards were presented to the Ameri 
ean Library Association council at thé 
Seattle Conference, and were u 
mously adopted. 


This is undoubtedly a step of fund 
mental importance, which should 
eventually result in a much higher 
type of education for the library p 
fession. I might also add that son 
of the recent improvements in lib 
schools are directly traceable to tht 
activity of this Board. This summe 
a number of summer schools for 
brarians have been visited ; plans h 
also been formulated for an intensi¥ 
study of training and apprentice ¢ 
during the coming winter. 


Librarians throughout the length a 
breadth of the country have eage 
taken hold of the problem of Adult Edu 
eation. You are all familiar with tht 
four bulletins entitled, ‘‘ Adult Edue 
tion and the Library,’’ which have beet 
issued by the Association’s Commissi 
You will recall that the first two cov 
ered the subject in a general way; tha 
the third was devoted to organized ad 








education service in libraries, and the 
fourth to study and reading courses. 
The fifth, summarizing important adult 
education activities in a few of the 
more progressive libraries, will soon be 
ready for distribution. You are also 
familiar with the series of twelve read- 
ing courses, five of which have already 
been issued and are being widely used 
with marked success. The thirteenth 
and fourteenth courses have been an- 
nounced. ‘‘Our Children,’’ compiled by 
Mr. W. V. O’Shea for the Association, 
at the expense of the ‘‘ Children’s Foun- 
dation’’ of Valparaiso, Indiana; and 
‘Religion in Everyday Life’’ by Wil- 
fred T. Grenfell. The reading courses 
thus far issued have met with popular 
approval * * * 

The Commission has endeavored to 
keep in close touch with the work of 
the Carnegie Corporation in the field 
of Adult Education and only recently 
has had a most helpful and stimulating 
meeting with Dr. Keppel and a corps 
of his investigators in Cleveland. 


I have taken this time to touch only 
on certain high lights of committee ac- 
tivities. There are some sixty commit- 
tees with a combined membership of 
nearly 600, all doing work of value 
and most of them without funds. * * * 


The Association’s adventures in 
lands across the seas are known to you. 
The Paris Library School under the 
auspices of the A. L. A. began its suc- 
cessful career in the summer of 1924, 
under the directorship of Miss Bogle, 
with Miss Mary Parsons as resident 
director. Distinguished Frenchmen 
have aided the American members of 
the faculty to place the school in the 
first rank, and it has received com- 
mendation from high French and Euro- 
pean authorities. Started for France, 
the School has become international. 


Five out of the fifteen members of 
the Board of Trustees of the Ameri- 
can Library in Paris are appointed by 
the Executive Board of the Associa- 
tion, whose duty it also is, when neces- 
Sary, to recommend the appointment, 


by the Board, of a Librarian. The 
Paris Library has made a _ useful 
place for itself in the French capitol 
and is attracting inquiries throughout 
Europe; it has been given important 
aid by several of our large libraries 
and certain foundations, and its fu- 
ture success will be of continuing in- 
terest to the librarians of the New 
World. 

Only this summer, as you know, Dr. 
Bostwick represented the American Li- 
brary Association on a visit to China 
by invitation of the Chinese National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Education. Funds for the trip were 
raised by a Committee of citizens of 
which Mrs. Frederic Cunningham of 
Brookline, sister of Bishop Lawrence 
of Massachusetts, was Chairman. It 
would be hard to estimate the influ- 
ence which Dr. Bostwick brought to 
bear on the modern library movement 
in China. His reception, writes Miss 
Wood of Boone University, Wuchang, 
through whom the invitation was pre- 
sented, amounted to a triumph, and 
again and again he was received with 
high and distinguished honors. We 
trust his visit may help to assist in se- 
curing some of the recently returned 
Boxer Indemnity Fund for the aid and 
development of the library movement in 
China. No better representative than 
Dr. Bostwick could have been chosen 
to present to our friends and colleagues 
in China the history, development and 
the best traditions of the American 
Public Library, and proud are we that 


he fared forth as our representative. 
ee 


You will, I am sure, wish me to say 
a word regarding the Conference next 
year. The meeting will open in Atlan- 
tie City on Monday, October fourth. 
The headquarters will be at the ‘‘Am- 
bassador Hotel’’ with overflow accom- 
modations at the ‘‘Chelsea’’ next door 
and the ‘‘Ritz-Carlton,’’ less than a 
block distant. Other, and less expen- 
sive accommodations will be found 
available near at hand, although at- 
tractive rates both on European and 
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American plan have been offered at 
the above mentioned hotels. 


On Wednesday, October sixth, the 
members and guests in attendance will 
go to Philadelphia by special train, a 
trip of one hour and twenty minutes, 
to attend the Jubilee Celebration 
which will probably be held in the 
auditorium of the Drexel Institute. 


In the evening, there will probably 
be a reception at the rooms of the 
Pennsylvania Historical Society. 


It is, indeed, gratifying to be able to 
assure you that Mr. Thomas D. Mont- 
gomery will be Chairman of the Phila- 
delphia Committee and that with the 
whole-hearted support of Mr. Ash- 
hurst, Mrs. Howland and other As- 
sociation members in that city, we 
know that a welcome will be extended 
suitable in all respects to the dignity 
and historical importance of our pil- 
grimage. 

When the Conference is brought to 
a close on Saturday morning, there 
will again be an opportunity for its 
members to visit the libraries, the 
places of historical and literary inter- 
est and the Sesquicentennial Exposi- 
tion in the Quaker City. The Fiftieth 
Anniversary Committee submitted to 
the Executive Board, in June, 3 B report 
of its activities. * * * 


On the basis of the recommendations 
made by the sub-committee on Exhibits 
and various suggestions received from 
other sources, it has been tentatively 
agreed, providing the funds are forth- 


coming, to prepare an exhibition in; 


Philadelphia. 

The valuable and interesting sugges- 
tion has also been made that a film 
illustrative of librarianship in action 
should be produced, either as a supple- 
ment of, or a substitute for, an exhibit. 


There are, unfortunately, up to the 
present, no funds available or in pros- 
pect to meet the expenses of an ex- 
hibit or a film, or to finance in whole 
or in part the participation of guests 
from other countries. Mr. Roden, ‘the 
Chairman of the Anniversary Commit- 


tee, has recently sent out a letter to” 
certain librarians asking whether they — 
would be responsible for a donation of 
a specified amount to help finance the 
committee’s proposals. The replies are ™ 
at least not discouraging and in cer 
tain instances favorable. 


The whole question of an adequate, 
worth while and dignified celebration 
soon will be presented to the members ~ 
of the American Library Association, ~ 
What will such a celebration be worth — 
to you as a member of the library pro- — 
fession—the amount of your salary f¢ 
at least one day? Can you and will” 
you sell the proposition to your boards 
of trustees? Can you interest the citi” 
zens of your community to the extent” 
of winning from them money contribu” 
tions? If not, are we to be satisfied 
to sit idly by at the close of a fifty-7 
year period of activity and rest com” 
tent with a conference little to be dis 
tinguished in scope and character from 
our annual gatherings? 


The members of the Executive Com. . 
mittee:-invite your consideration of” 
these-questions. I trust that your am” 
swers'*will be expressed favorably and 
in no uncertain terms in support of” 
any final recommendation that may be 
presented to you by your President for 
action. ’

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Sioux City Meeting 


The Regional meeting at Sioux City 
was somewhat of an experiment on the 
part of Iowa. Joint meetings had been 
held in Council Bluffs in 1907 and in 
Davenport in 1910 which had not been 
wholly satisfactory. 

To give librarians unable, for various 
reasons, to attend the A. L. A. Con- 
ferences the opportunity to hear A. L. 
A. speakers and to meet librarians 
from other states is the reason for such 
a meeting. The general program at 
Sioux City excellently fulfilled the first 
of these though probably some of the 
group meetings were not as helpful to 
the librarians for whom intended as 
could be desired. 

We fear the librarians from the 
smaller libraries did not embrace to 
the full the opportunity to meet li- 
brarians from other states. Repetition 
will have a tendency to bring about 
freer intercourse but unfortunately the 
next meeting of the kind, when it 
comes, will be with another group of 
states. The consensus of opinion 


would probably be that a _ regional 
meeting is a good thing once in five 
or six years with individual state meet- 
ings between. 

Too much cannot be said of the local 


arrangements. Every detail for the 
success of the meeting and the com- 
fort and enjoyment of the guests had 
been carefully planned by Mr. Sumner 
and was carried out as planned. And 
the spirit of hospitality manifested on 
every hand by the library board, li- 
brary staff, women’s club and other 
organizations, the hotels and the peo- 
ple of Sioux City in general made 
Sioux City an ideal meeting place. 
Even the weather was propitious. 
The gratitude of all present is due to 
all these but especially to Mr. Sum- 
ner.

A. L. A. Regional Meeting 


The Library Associations of lowa, 
Minnesota, Missouri, North and South 
Dakota and Nebraska joined in a re- 
gional conference in Sioux City, Octo- 
ber 13th to 16th. 

A full and varied program was 
planned by Miss Bertha Baumer, Presi- 
dent of the Nebraska Association and 
the other Association presidents as- 
sisted by Mr. Clarence W. Sumner, Li- 
brarian of the Sioux City Publie Li- 
brary. 

Local details had been most care- 
fully worked out by Mr. Sumner and 
his staff. Special receptions commit- 
tees of the Women’s Clubs and other 
civic organizations met the trains with 
automobiles. Florists and other busi- 
ness firms sent flowers to the hotels 
and meeting places and Mrs. E. E. 
Lewis served tea every afternoon in 
her large old fashioned house giving 
the librarians an opportunity to ex- 
amine her collection of rare books. 

On Tuesday evening the Library 
kept open house and Thursday even- 
ing, after Mr. Belden’s address, the 
presidents of the state associations and 
the Sioux City Library Trustees gave 
a reception in his honor in the ball- 
room of Hotel Martin. 

On Friday afternoon, at the close of 
the conference, the delegates were 
taken on a delightful sight seeing trip 
ending with a dinner at Riverside 


Park. 
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All general sessions and some of the 
smaller meetings were held in the 
spacious First Presbyterian Church, 
generously offered for the use of the 
convention. Commercial exhibits and 
carefully prepared and attractive dis- 
plays from various libraries were as- 
sembled in the meeting rooms in the 
same building. 

Pirst General Session 


Mary Rosemond, president, Iowa Li- 
brary Association, presided at the first 
general session on Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Mrs. H. A. Headington, president of 
the Sioux City Library Board, wel- 
comed the delegates to Sioux City. She 
introduced the Mayor of Sioux City, 
Mr. W. Stewart Gilman, who, in a brief 
address emphasized the fact that pub- 
lie opinion is what makes for law 
enforcement and that libraries and 
schools are the great forces now exist- 
ing for the development of public 
opinion. 

Frank K. Walter, librarian of the 
University of Minnesota and a member 
of the Executive Board of the Ameri- 
ean Library Association, responded, 
pointing out the remarkable amount of 
agreement among librarians upon meth- 
ods and objectives. He stressed the 
necessity for co-operation and noted 
that such a regional meeting was a 
significant step pointing toward the 
solidarity of the profession. 

Carl H. Milam, Secretary of the 
American Library Association, made 
the principal address of the morning 
on the ‘‘ Progress of Adult Education.’’ 
(A summary of his address will be 
given later.) 

Eva Canon, librarian of the Council 
Bluffs Public Library, spoke on the 
‘‘Readers’ Bureau.’’ (Paper to be 
printed later.) 

Julia A. Robinson, Secretary of the 
Iowa Library Commission, led a dis- 
cussion on county libraries, which she 
considers the most important problem 
before librarians today. She cited the 
fact that within her own state one mil- 
lion people were served by 146 li- 


braries, but that one and one-half mil 
lion people within the state were 
out libraries, and that, although Iowa 
had a county library law, there were 
as yet no county libraries in the state, 

Leora Lewis, Secretary of the South 
Dakota Library Commission, gave 
interesting discussion of county libra 
ries now being administered in South 
Dakota and also made practical 
gestions as to methods which she 
found successful in county lib 
campaigns. She described the Sonth 
Dakota County Library Law ag 
pointed out the need of developin 
county pride so that this might be 
pealed to as it now is in cities. She 
emphasized the fact that the county 
library is not an institution in 
county seat but in a system of branch 
and stations for distribution of boo 
through the county. Miss Lewis, in 
campaign, prefers having one organiz 
tion or society behind the camp 
rather than a self-constituted group of 
citizens. Her description of the fou 
county libraries now existing in t 
state of South Dakota was most in 
esting. No book wagon is being t 
in these counties. 


Second General Session 


The second general session was h 
Wednesday evening, with Ethel 
Cubrey, President of the Minnesot 
Library Association presiding. Viol 
solos by Frances Fribourg, young Sic¢ 
City musician, accompanied by Ger 
trude Troll, also of Sioux City, p 
ceded the lecture recital by Lew S 
The pleasure in listening to Mr. § 
was deepened because his enthusi 
for the Northwest is but a part of 
intense and devout awareness of 
natural beauty. The most character 
istic feeling and theme of his poetry ii 
expressed in his description of the Im 
dian’s God as ‘‘Cosmically real and bi 
big with the colors, the power, the my# 
tery of all the earth, of mountains an 
trees and stars and beautiful as 
rippling muscles of deer and the gle 
of falling snow.’’ 
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Third General Session 


The third general session featuring 
publicity was held Thursday morning, 
with Charles H. Compton, President of 
the Missouri library Association pre- 
siding. 

In ‘‘The Spirit Moves Books’’ Maud 
Van Buren, of Owatonna, Minnesota, 
through the medium of a monologue, 
showed the ways in which a librarian 
may put books into the hands of the 
right persons. The monologue repre- 
sented a librarian in her office after a 
new shipment of books had been re- 
eeived and showed why she searched 
out and notified the readers who would 
be most interested in each new volume. 

Forrest Spaulding, Consulting Li- 
brarian of Gaylord Brothers, chose 


“The Mousetrap Caught More Than a. 


Mouse’’ as the title of his talk because 
he wanted to show the fallacy of the 
statement that ‘“‘If you write a bet- 
ter book or preach a better sermon or 
build a better mouse trap than your 
neighbor, though you build your house 
_in the woods the world will make a 
beaten path to your door.’’ 

In ‘‘More Mother Goose,’’ Lydia M. 
Barrette of Mason City, Iowa, was 
courageous enough to enumerate her 
failures as well as her successes in the 
field of library advertising. (Paper to 
be printed later.) 

Purd B. Wright of Kansas City 
talked on ‘‘Some Effective Newspaper 
Publicity of Today.’’ The Kansas City 
library has been very successful in its 
newspaper advertising, and Mr. Wright 
advises librarians to send in good copy, 
feature stories, and editorials to local 
papers. Mr. Wright had with him a 
serap-book filled with such material, 
which he left for examination in the 
exhibit room. Many librarians, look- 
ing through it, found valuable sugges- 
tions for use in their own publicity 
campaigns. 

In “Selling Points for the Small Li- 
brary,’’ Ethel Else, librarian of the 
Watertown, South Dakota, Publie Li- 
brary, described a number of publicity 
Plans which she had found successful 


in her own library, including the use 
of newspapers, posters and direct con- 
tact with local organizations. 


Fourth General Session 


Clarence W. Sumner presided at the 
fourth general session. Songs by a 
Sioux City quartette preceded Mr. 
Belden’s presidential address, which 
all librarians will want to read.

Iowa Library Association 
Sioux City Meeting 


The thirty-fifth annual meeting of 
the Iowa Library Association was held 
in the Ball Room of Hotel Martin, 
Sioux City, October 16, 1925, following 
the Iowa Breakfast, Miss Mary M. 
Rosemond of Des Moines presiding. 

As the State Associations uniting in 
the Regional meeting had been in ses- 
sion three days the preliminary work of 
registration, payment of dues, etc., had 
taken place. 

In the temporary absence from the 
room of the association officers the re- 
port of the Secretary of the Iowa 
Library Commission was first called 
for. Miss Robinson reported that in- 
terest in the establishment of libraries 
in small towns continued and that 
taxes had been levied at Grand June- 
tion and Morning Sun. The latter is 
the first tax supported library in 
Louisa County thus removing one 
black county from the state list. Miss 
Robinson questioned the advisability 
of tax support in such small towns but 








called attention to the fact that Cres- 
ton, a town of 8,000, is still without a 
tax supported library and depending 
upon the Traveling Library for read- 
ing and reference material. Several 
gifts for library buildings and develop- 
ment have been made in the state. Mr. 
George Brown of Dumont has given 
$5,000 for a library building which is 
under construction. Coe College has 
received a gift of $5,000 each for five 
years for the development of its li- 
brary. Peterson, St. Ansgar, Oxford 
Junction and Arnolds Park have re- 
ceived bequests by will which will 
enable them to erect library buildings. 

On account of the continued oppo- 
sition to increased taxation Miss 
Robinson stated that Iowa was still 
without a county library. She sug- 
gested the advisability of concentrat- 
ing all effort on one county and that 
the surplus in the I. L. A. treasury at 
the end of the year might well be used 
in promoting county library work. 

In legislation Miss Robinson re- 
ported that through the efforts of Mr. 
C. V. Findlay of Fort Dodge and the 
senator from that district the Forty- 
first General Assembly had changed 
the time of the report to the city coun- 
eil to March 31st and that the Library 
Commission will make its date con- 
form to this. 

‘Among the legal decisions the most 
important was the reaffirming the ob- 
ligation of the city to pay the paving 
tax on streets adjacent to the library 
building. At Grinnell the authority 
of the library board to make its own 
levy without revision by the city coun- 
cil was recognized by the council. 

The Library Commission suffered at 
the hands of the legislature by having 
its appropriation cut and losing one 
assistant in securing increased salaries 
for three others. Miss Robinson closed 
her report with expression of ap- 
preciation of the loyalty of the mem- 
bers of her staff who stood by the 
Library Commission during its time of 
need and also of the co-operation of 
the librarians and trustees of Iowa. 
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The report was accepted and p 
on file. 

On motion of Miss Robinson 
reading of the minutes of the 
annual meeting was dispensed with 
they had been previously printed 
the Quarterly.

New Library Service Installed by the 
Hertzberg Bindery 

It will be of interest. to all librarians 
to know that the Hertzerg Bindery, 
Des Moines, is equipping its plant 
for the additional service of furnishing 
New Bwuoks, resewed and re-enforced, 
in their original publisher’s covers. 

The resewing will be done by the 
oversewing process which gives a book 
of great flexibility. This is especially 
valuable on books which are printed 
on heavy enameled papers such as the 
average juvénile books. 

Special attention will be given to the 
attaching of books into covers. This 
is accompiished by the use of a strong 
and durable cloth hinge which, com- 
bined with the oversewing process, 
makes for a very substantially bound 
volume. 

The Hertzberg Bindery will maintain 
a collection of books desirable for li- 
braries to carry in such binding and 
orders for the books may be sent di- 
rect to the bindery instead of to deal- 
ers. The Hertzberg Bindery being cen- 
trally located to order from them will 
prove a saving in time and this form 
of binding of books a great saving in 
rebinding and in the efficiency of the 
libraries. A complete catalog is being 
prepared and will soon be mailed to 
the libraries of the state. 

The Hertzbergs have also blank 
serap books in which pictures from 
worn out juveniles may be pasted. 
These are sold at very reasonable rates 
and will be found .useful in the chil- 
dren’s room and for hospitals.

Required Reading Lists in Ju 
High Schools was discussed by F 
cipal R. P. Redfield of Davenport.

Cultural subjects cannot be 
taught by compulsory methods. Book 
lists should represent the teachers’, 
librarians’ and children’s choice of 
books. 

In the discussion which followed 
Miss Rose suggested that reading 
should be selective instead of required. 

The closing number of the session 
was a talk by Joy E. Morgan, Editor 
of the N. BE. A. Journal, on ‘‘ Interpret- 
ing the Library to the Public.’’ Mr. 
Morgan said, ‘‘Learning is the most 
fascinating thing in the world.’’ He 
pointed out the changes which are 
taking place in the school situation 
through the development of the Junior 
High School and the coming of the 
Junior College. 

He would build a curriculum by 
analysis of human needs. The most 
we can do is to teach how to learn. 
At the center of this new scheme of 
education, he would put books, shops 
and gardens. 

The library must grow in order to 


be ready for the increased demands 
upon it brought about by this funda- 
mental change in the attitude toward 
all education which he sees just ahead.
